Squire Kratzer on charges of carry ­ 
in g con cealed weapon s an d assault 
an d battery on Arn old Yazel. 
John ­ 
son was charged with assault an d 
battery on Fred Yazel an d 
assault 
an d battery with in ten t to kill Arn old 
Yazel. 
Easley was foun d guilty of 
carry in g a rev olv er an d fin ed $5 an d 
cost s. 
Because of the con dition of 
Arn old Yazel the cases for 
assault 
an d battery were con tin ued. 
John ­ 
son was acquitted on 
the 
assault 
< barge again st Fred 
Yazel. 
Yazel 
was ev iden tly hit by someon e as be 
had a mark ov er his left ev e, but 
was n ot absolutely certain as to who 
struck him. 


Both of the colored hoy s wen t to 
jail to await trial an d Easley will 
lay out his fin e for carry in g deadly 
weapon s. 
John son 's bon d was fix ed 
at $.‘100 for the assault an d battery 
with in ten t to kill charge. 
It is al­ 
leged that he cut Arn old Yazel. 
The 
cause of the fight is 
n ot 
kn own . 
John son claims 
that 
Fred 
Yazel 
started a light with Easley an d that 
he acted as peacemaker an d did n ot 
strike either of the Yazels. 


The trouble oeeured about 
ten - 
thirty last n ight an d most of the 
people had left the carn iv al groun ds. 
George Iv en n er, colored, was with 
the other two hoy s an d was arrested 
by the police hut was turn ed loose 
this morn in g when it was shown they 
did n ot hav e an y thin g again st him. 
It is stated that all were drin kin g at 
the time of the trouble. 
When the 
police arriv ed Arn old 
Yazel 
was 
foun d stretched out on the groun d 
un con scious, 
lie was stabbed on ce 
with a kn ife an d it is the opin ion of 
the police that he was hit ov er the 
head with a club or some in strumen t. 


The scalp was n ot broken hut lie 
ev iden tly was hit hard because he did 
n ot come to un til about four o'clock 
this morn in g. 
The woun d on his 
breast is n ot con sidered serious an d 
he will recov er. 
Easley 
told 
the 
court that he threw the rev olv er away 
before the fight. 
lie stated that it 
was on ly a piece of a rev olv er an d 
would n ot shoot. 
lie said he was 
carry in g the gun for a bluff but the 
court thought it was a serious affair 
an d fin ed him $5 an d costs. 


The charge again st John son is a 
serious on e an d the 
prelimin ary is 
all that will be 
heard by 
Squire 
Kratzer as it is a case for the cir­ 
cuit court. 
He den ied hittin g Arn old 
Yazel or doin g the cuttin g an d the 
police are determin ed that the guilty 
party shall 
he 
pun ished. 
Sheriff 
Cav itt, Policeman Hardin an d Night- 
watchman Sulliv an made the arrests.

Accordin g to a n otice sen t to the 
city water patron s today by John P. 
Stetch, city treasurer, “on an d after 
July 1, 19 14 n o water will he fur­ 
n ished to an y on e ex cept through me­ 
ter.’’ 
There are n ow approx imately 
18 9 water meters in use in the city 
an d there are 1,040 water patron s 
who are n ot usin g meters. 


The n otice adds that “there will he 
a great deman d for meters 
about 
that time an d in order that y ou may 
n ot he delay ed an d in con v en ien ced, it 
is suggested that y ou file 
y our ap­ 
plication for a meter an d'the in stal­ 
lation of same at oliee.” 
Accordin g to a rule of the coun cil, 
a deposit of $10.40 must 
he 
made 
when a patron applies for a meter. 
This is the in itial cost of the meter. 
Addition al cost of in stallation 
on ly 
is n ecessary when a meter is placed 
in a basemen t. 
In this ev en t the pa­ 
tron is liable for an y 
damage 
for 
freezin g. 
When the meter is in stall­ 
ed at the curb, in addition to the cost 
of in stallation , there is other equip­ 
men t which has to he purchased. In 
this case, howev er, the city has to 
make all repairs in ciden t to freezin g. 
In other words, the city guaran tees 
the meter will n ot freeze up. 
The cost of the meters ran ges con ­ 
siderably because the cost of in stal- 
ation v aries as to con dition s. 
The 
city charges 9 5 cen ts an hour for the 
work of the man who in stalls it. The 
cost of fittin gs which the 
con sumer 
must pay is depen den t on the posi­ 
tion of the meter. 


Some sample eases 
were 
taken 
from the city treasurer’s offic?. 
On e 
meter in stalled in a basemen t cost 
$11.55. 
The meter cost was $10.40, 
the labor 7 0 cen ts an d the fittin gs 55 
en ts. 
There is liable to be more ran ge in 
the price of curb meters. In three in ­ 
stan ces the cost was $18 ..11, $18 .33 
m dt$17 .15. 
The meter box which is 
n ecessary to prev en t freezin g in curb 
meters costs $3.00. Glazed tile cost­ 
in g $1.40 is n ecessary with each me­ 
ter. 
The n otices are bein g sen t to con ­ 
sumers irrespectiv e of whether they 
liv e in their own property or ren tal 
property . Pay men t for meters will 
likely hav e to he arran ged for be­ 
tween ten an ts an d own ers. 
Accord­ 
in g to the n otice, the city looks to the 
con sumer for the meter order an d de­ 
posit, an d if the meter is n ot order­ 
ed, the water will he cut off. 
In most 
cases water ren tal 
is in cluded 
in 
house ren tal. 
In cases where meters hav e been 
in stalled 
in 
ren tal 
property , 
the 
own ers has paid for the meter. City 
Treasurer Stech recalls but a v ery 
few eases where the ten an t paid for 
the meter. It may be n oted, howev er, 
that the city should n ot ex pect to 
collect for meter from a ten an t. This 
is in dicated by the fact that on the 
application for a meter there 
is a 
blan k for the n ame o f the 
property 
own er. 
The city n ow sells water by meter 
at $1.50 a thousan d cubic 
feet 
or 
twen ty cen ts a 
thousan d 
gallon !?. 
The coun cil has filed a rate schedule 
with the state public serv ice commis­ 
sion askin g the right to raise the rate 
to $1.8 5 a thousan d cubic feet 
or 
about 23 cen ts a thousan d gallon an d 
Co ntinued o n Pa g e 3 .

This One Has Arms of Steel and Fin 
gers to Throw Ball. 
A device for pitching a baseball to 
a batter, built Into a system of planes 
whereby the butted ball, 110 matter 
where it is slammed, will return auto­ 
m atically to the pitcher, has been in­ 
vented and set up at Princton by Al­ 
exander MacMillan, son of Professor 
Charles MacMillan of the Princeton 
university faculty. 
It is said that the 
invention solves the problem 
which 
confronts 
baseball 
managers 
which 
has heretofore required them to have 
a regular human pitcher with some 
ball chasers In the field before they 
could give their team twitting practice. 
The machine delivers to the batter 
any number of regulation balls, as fast 
as one in every eight seconds if the 
batter wants them that fast. 
Every 
one passes directly over the plate, and 
the height and speed at which they 
can be thrown Is regulated by the 
lever which a man works behind the 
batter 011 the same principle as the 
clay pigeon throwing machine. 
The 
batter stands at one end of the court, 
which is incased with nets on three 
sides, and 011 the fourth, that Immedi­ 
ately behind the batter. Is a canvas 
stretching from the ground up to a 
height of forty feet. 
The pitching ap­ 
paratus is stationed immediately in 
front of the batter, a distance away 
equal to half that separating the ordì 
nary pitcher from the batter. 
It is 
composed of a throwing nrtn of steel 
pivoted in a frame, with lingers at­ 
tached to one end and a strong spring 
to the other. 
Just below the finger is 
a catch and a trigger, the latter pro­ 
truding through in such a w ay that 
when the ball drops from a chute im­ 
mediately above the trigger it releases 
the catch and the spring forces the 
arm to catch the ball and hurl it 
across the plate. A lever directly back 
of the batter brings the arm isto posi­ 
tion again for the receipt and delivery 
of another ball. 
When the ball is hit 
fair it goes into the canvas playing 
field, which is marked off for one base, 
two base, three base and home run 
hits. 
The ball rolls down this canvas 
after it has lost Its impetus and fol­ 
lows the slant to a chute directly be­ 
neath the throwing machine. 
Foul 
balls also fall on a plane converging 
toward this chute, and a plunger car­ 
ries the ball from the entering chute 
at the bottom of the pitching machine 
to the chute at the top through which 
the ball falls 011 to the pitching arm 
for delivery to the batter. 
The batter is enabled to see the 
“ windup” of the pitcher also, because 
he can see the ball appear in the chute 
above the pitching arm and knows 
that as soon as it drops it will be 
pitched.

Fire Chief Walter Easley Has Com­ 


municated From State Fire M ar­ 


shal About ‘‘Sane" Fourth. 


R E G U L A T IO N 
OF 
F IR E W O R K S 


Proposes Ordinance Prohibiting Use 


of Fireworks 
in 
Celebrations 


and Regulating Storage. 


Walter Easlev , Ru shv ille fire chief, 
is in receipt of a circu lar letter from 
the state fire marshal asking that he 
co-operate with other d epu ties in the 
cou nty to prev ent the annu al loss of 
life and property in Fou rth of Ju ly 
celebration. A similar commu nica­ 
tion has been receiv ed 
by 
ev ery 
township tru stee in the cou nty who 
by v irtu e of his position is a d epu ty 
fire marshal. 
The state fire marshal 
has also sent a fold er containing a 
comprehensiv e ord inance, 
prohibit­ 
ing the d ischarge or firing of fire­ 
works and limiting their storage. 


The ord inance has been framed by 
the National Fire Protection Asso­ 
ciation, of which the Ind iana Inspec­ 
tion, Bu reau is a member, and the 
state firq marshal is su ggesting that 
it he passed at once by all Ind iana 
cities and 
towns. 
It is 
planned , 
howev er, that the ord inance he mad e 
effectiv e immed iately after Ju ly 4, 
since 
Ind iana 
merchants in 
most 
cases, hav e alread y laid in their su p­ 
ply of fire works 
for this 
y ear’s 
“celebration.” 


11 is believ ed that the pu blic in­ 
terest may be more read ily gained at 
this time in su ch a measu re, and that 
althou gh, in 
ord er to protect the 
merchants (lie ord inance wou ld not 
he effectiv e u ntil after the Fou rth, 
the effect of its agitation wou ld hav e 
a wholesome effect at once.» 


Other cities are grad u ally prohib­ 
iting the d ischarge of fireworks* on 
the Fou rth of Ju ly , and are hav ing 
recreation to other forms of cele­ 
bration. 
One of the most notable 
resu lts of this new policy is that 
shown in Washington. D. 0. where 
the operation of a prohibitiv e ord in­ 
ance eliminated any inju ries incid ­ 
ent to the celebration of the Fou rth. 
In 15)08, when fireworks were not 
prohibited , 104 persons were treated 
in the Washington hospitals, ns a re­ 
su lt of the Fou rth. 
In the follow­ 
ing y ear, 15)05), when the prohibitiv e 
ord inance was in force, not a single 
patient was treated Tor Fou rth of 
Ju ly inju ries in any of the city ’s 
hospitals. 
“This same resu lt can he achiev ed 
in the cities and towns of Ind iana,” 


s a y s Fire Marshall Longley , “if ou r 
people will introd u ce and pass a pro­ 
hibitiv e ord inance in their cou ncils. 
It is proper to he patriotic, and there 
are many forms in which ou r patriot­ 


is m may he manifest withou t being 
based on inju ry , d eath and property 


l o s s . 
Fireworks lead inev itably to 
these end s— and the price is too high. 
“If fireworks 
are u sed , there will 
he seriou s inju ries, if not d eaths, as 
a resu lt. 
It is bou nd to he. 
No one 
knows in ad v ance ju st who the v ic­ 
tim will he. 
Bu t if we knew to a 
certainty that a member of ou r fam­ 
ily , or a d ear friend s were to he 
a v ictim, no time wou ld he lost in 
bringing abou t a 
cond ition 
which 
wou ld make the 
inju ry 
impossible. 
We art taking chances ju st as long 
as the d ischarge of fireworks is per­ 
mitted . 
There will he v ictims. 
We 


d on’t know where or at what minu te. 
Tlie one su re way to protect 
ou r 
families* ou r friend s—and the pu blic 
as well, is to see that a prohibitiv e 
ord inance su ch as being su ggested , is 
at once passed . Then we will hav e a 
‘safe’ Fou rth of Ju ly — and not u ntil 
then.’’ 
School officials, mu nicipal officials 
and v ariou s organizations are com­ 
mu nicating with the 
fire 
marshal, 
ex pressing their 
d etermination 
to 
prev ent the cu stomary inju ries, prop­ 
erty loss and noise of the “old -time” 
celebration, and are saking for su g­ 
gestions relativ e to other forms of 
patriotic observ ance.

near the Cap itol was brou ght here by 
Mrs. Jefferson Dav is and ju st across 
the street from it is a tree Charles 
Su mner p lanted. 
The “tree m an” of Washington is 
Bristow Adams, forest ex aminer of 
the Bu reau of Forests, United States 
Dep artment of Agricu ltu re. 
Sp eak ­ 
ing of trees closely associated with 
American history Adam said: “ There 
is tlie famou s elm u nder which Will­ 
iam Penn made his treaty with the 
Indians. 
That tree was so esteemed

H ornaday declares that the case 
will be tak en to the su p reme cou rt 
and that “ friends of birds” in great 
nu mbers hav e v olu nteered to see it 
throu gh that cou rt. 
He calls a t ­ 
tention to the decision of the U. S. 
district 
cou rt of 
Sou th 
Dak ota, 
which 011 
Ap ril 18 , 19 14, declared 
the law constitu tional. 


“The friends of birds need feel no 
alarm ov er this incident nor any ­ 
thing more seriou s than mild interest. 
Unless the United States su p rem# 
cou rt deliberately elects to p u ll down 
a fu ll score of laws that the rep re­ 
sentativ es of the 
American p eop le 
hav e enacted in congress for the 
greatest good of the greatest nu mber 
the federal migratory bird law will 
stand,” he say s. 
“The side of the 
p eop le and the birds will be tak en 
care bf, if need be. by a hu ndred 
able lawy ers who are fu lly conv inced 
that the law is constitu tional, and 
that its stability can be dem onstrat­ 
ed to the satisfaction 
of any op en 
and logical mind.” 


H ornaday say s that Frederick F. 
Uou dert, a distingu ished member of 
the American bar, has v olu nteered to 
defend the law. 
H ornaday believ es 
that Attorney General McRey nolds 
“can confidently be tru sted to con­ 
du ct the p eop le’s fight for the birds 
with all the acu men and resou rces of 
his dep artm ent.” 


Indiana is p articu larly interested 
in this law becau se it is in the direct 
p ath of migration and becau se its 
swamp lands, and lak es to the north 
hav e long been famed as ideal hu nt­ 
ing grou nds. 
The Kank ak ee swamp s 
are k nown 
throu ghou t 
the

west as a hav en for du ck shooters. 
Indiana hu nters are div ided ov er the 
federal law, it is

been one arrest in this state— that of 
Frank Essmeister of Hammond.

But 
he also sees that the full triumph of 
that army means an indefinite con­ 
tinuance of the war with the suffering 
and bloodshed and death which every 
war involves. 


“These consequences the President 
seeks to prevent through mediation, 
but we greatly fear that tlie lan­ 
guage of the Mex ican note implies 
that his efforts may be thwarted be­ 
cause of unwillingness to have a Con­ 
stitutionalist as Provisional 
P r e s i­ 
dent, even though that promises to 
be the only practicable 
means 
by 
which the horrors of war can be pre­ 
vented. 


“ Ilope is ex pressed that the Mex i­ 
can representatives will not 
further 
oppose the only plan which promisés 
peace, vtum .its rejection means suf­ 
fering and death to so m any .”
